History 


I.C. Norcom High School, named for the late Israel Charles Norcom, its first supervising principal, is located at 
2900 Turnpike Road, in the Mount Hermon-Taylorsville section of Portsmouth, Virginia. I.C. Norcom has had three 
locations in its existence. It was first built in 1918-1919 and opened in 1920. When the second Norcom was built in 
1937, the former Norcom became Peabody Elementary School, which is no longer in existence. The third Norcom was 
built in 1953 at its present location. 

In 1960, twenty-four rooms were added to make room for Norcom’s expanding population. In 1968, the cafeteria 
was increased and the guidance offices were renovated. In 1972, Norcom was exclusively rebuilt to accommodate the 
career-oriented programs that exist today. 

Curriculum, faculty, and equipment are all important factors in acquiring excellence; however, it is the students 
themselves and their accomplishments that make a school what it is. Many of our former Norcomites mastered their 
abilities, and with the guidance of the Norcom Staff captured many honors. 

In 1926, James Gilliam won the Colored State Oratorical Contest and in 1932, Frank Lewis Smith won the Virginia 
State Oratorical Trophy. In 1928-29, Norcom was the Eastern Champion of the Debating League of Virginia High 
Schools. In 1937, Norcom was first in the interscholastic dramatic tournament held at Virginia State College and in 
1964-65, Norcom received ratings of excellence in the state drama festival and received ratings of superior in 1966-67. 

In music, Norcom retained the same caliber of excellence. In 1935, under the direction of James G. Norcom, 
Norcom was the winner of the Music Festival Class A at Virginia State College. In 1968, the chorus received national 
recognition when it was a participant of the Bellamy Foundation Awards in Hibbing, Minnesota, and made other 
appearances at the Bellamy Awards in 1969 at Holyoke, Massachusetts, 1970 at Lead, South Dakota, and in 1973 at 
Springfield Vermont. In 1968 through 1970, the chorus recorded albums. 

The band, in 1961, under Emory Fears, was named “honor band” in the Indianapolis “500” Festival parade in 
Indianapolis, Indiana. In 1963, it presented the half-time show at the Baltimore Colts — Minnesota Vikings game and 
in 1966, took first place in the Azalea Festival parade in Norfolk, Virginia, and second place in 1967. In 1966, 
Norcom’s band placed third in the Cherry Blossom Festival Parade in Washington, D.C., first in the Kiwanis Band 
Muster in Williamsburg, and received a trophy for excellence in the Parade of Champions at the Civic Center in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. In 1969 and 1971, the band won the Golden Wheel award for the outstanding band at the 
Tidewater AAA Parade in Norfolk and Portsmouth, respectively. 

In 1970, Norcom received the parade trophy in the Miss America Pageant parade in Atlantic City, New Jersey. 

In sports, Norcom was “unequaled.” In 1935, Norcom won its first football State Championship and others in 1957 
and 1960. In 1961, it won its first State Tennis Championship and the Eastern District Championship in baseball. In 
track and field, Norcom took the C.I.A.A. Scholastic Medley Relay Championships in 1954-1955, 1957-1959, and 
1966. Since 1974, the track team under the leadership of Joe Langston has won seven district championships and 10 
city championships. Basketball championships were won in 1952, 1957, 1959, and 1970. The girls also had their share 
of victories. They received championship titles from 1945-1948 in track and were invitational basketball winners in 
1953.

Career Areas at Norcom 


It is not our intention to be boastful, but it is true that I.C. Norcom has much to bark about. After being selected 
by the State Board of Education as one of the top high schools in the country, how can anyone say differently? 
Moreover, sometimes it is good for others to look at why our school stands out among the crowd. 

One reason, of course, is that Norcom is not your ordinary high school. It is one-of a small number of schools across 
the country that are career-oriented. This means that Norcom offers students a variety of career programs. These 
career programs are Auto Body Repair, Automotive Technology, Building Trades, Carpentry and Cabinetmaking, 
Commercial Art, Comprehensive Musicianship, Data Processing, Drafting and Design, Electricity, Electronics, 
Exploring Childhood, Fashion Design, Legal Office Procedures; Life, Health, and Environmental Sciences; Office - 
Specialists, Practical Nursing and Pre-Professional Physical Education. 

In a student’s senior year, he must complete the courses in his particular career area in order to graduate. For the 
collegebound student, this concentration in a career area gives him the advantage over students who have not had this 
kind of exposure. 

However, our career programs are not the only reason why our school is unique. Norcom operates like a college in 
that all students must apply to gain acceptance. Upon gaining acceptance, students will be admitted to attend only 
after they have chosen a four-year career area. The applications are then reviewed by a special committee that looks at 
the applicant’s academic, attendance and disciplinary records. Therefore, in order to remain a part of our family, a 
student must have creditable credentials in all three areas and must keep at least a C-average in his career area. Since 
students are not zoned to attend Norcom, those who do not meet the aforementioned standards must return to their 
zoned schools. 

Nevertheless, we could not have good students if we did not have good teachers. We have an outstanding teaching 
staff that consists of many members who hold advanced degrees and certificates in their particular fields. 

“Both the faculty and students have a great deal of pride in their school,” says Mrs. Delores Paine, our assistant 
principal for instruction. This can be seen daily in the classroom, the hallways, pep rallies and athletic contests. The 
many trophies, plaques and awards represent a school whose trademark is excellence. 

Pride comes from achieving and succeeding, and joy comes with the success of each member of our alma mater. 

We are members of a very special family, and our success is best expressed by Mrs. Paine: “With great teachers and 
great students, how can we go wrong?”

Automotive Technology is a study 
of various sciences applied in the 
automotive field. The theory of how 
and why each component of the car 
works, why it may fail, and the 
diagnostic procedures used to locate a 
malfunction are the main aims of the 
course. These studies are carried 
through to actual work on autos in 
the shop that is fully equipped with 


modern diagnostic tools, machines 
and instruments. A working 
knowledge of many related trades, 
such as welding, electricity, 
hydraulics, pneumatics, and 
electronics is included; also, business 
procedures, ethics, finances, 
management, safety and customer 
relations are thoroughly discussed.

It 
requires development of manual skills 
and a thorough knowledge and 
understanding of basic principles and 
practices related to construction 
work. 

Students will learn to read 
blueprints, understand area building 
codes and write specification sheets 
for small frame construction. Also, 
students will learn to estimate the 
cost of materials and to construct and 
install cabinets.

The Commercial Art program is aimed toward 
building a fundamental knowledge of tools, 
design elements and production processes 
involved in advertising design. Students are 
guided through an extensive program developing 
a modern perspective of contemporary 
commercial design. Emphasis is placed on the 
construction of the two-and-three-dimensional 
presentation of the concept or product offered 
on the commercial market. Students are 
required to demonstrate the skills and attitude 
necessary for promotion of product 
merchandising.

Comprehensive Musicianship

Beis program is to prepare students to

This end is accomplished by the 

development of musical understanding 
and a sense of discrimination through 
the application of historical and 
theoretical knowledge to actual 
performance. 

The performing organizations 
include concert and marching band, 
mixed chorus, orchestra and a piano 
class.

A Honeywell 
Level 6/36 minicomputer and eight 
TRS-80 Model III microcomputers, 
located on site, are used for 
classroom instruction. 

Accounting systems serve as the 
basis for instruction. Business systems 
and organizations are included in the 
instruction. Skills are developed 
through simulations of data 
processing work flow and related 
work eperiences. 


Dratting & Design 


The Drafting I course is a 
continuation of Mechanical Drawing 
I. It provides experiences in greater 
depth of drafting problems, skills and 
techniques. Emphasis is placed on 
interpretation of industrial prints, 
ability to use handbooks and other 
resource materials and adherence to 
established standards for drafting. An 
important aspect of the course is the 
application of drafting principles to 
typical drafting and design problems.
